Summer just wouldn't be the same 
without pumpkins, scarecrows and 
hay rides. If you're in need on an 
autumnal fix,' the Lake County 
Forest Preserves has an event com* 
ing up next Sunday that is tailored 
for the family. 

From noon to 4 p.m. on Sunday, 
Oct. 7, Bonner Heritage Farm in 
Lindenhurst will host its fourth 
annual County Fair. Seleena 
Kuester, with museum education, 
said the event will feature a number 
of old-fashioned farm activities. 

This is Kuester's first year with 
the forest preserves, and, she said, 
the County Fair is the only annual 
event at Bonner Farm - at least so 
far. 

"We're hoping to have a spring 
event next year," she said. 

The Bonner Farnv property was 
settled in the 1850s by the William 
and James Bonner families. The 
■brothers came from Scotland and 
built two farm houses on the site. 
Later, in 1B61, James Bonner bought 
his own farm off of Route 45. 

In 1995, William's great-grandson 
Howard "Shorty" Bonner donated 
eight acres of land, which still had a 
number of structures on it. 

"There are some buildings there 
from the 1850s to 1950," Kuester said. 

The building with the most histo- 
ry is, the main barn. The original 
oak-and-hickory structure was built 
in 1848, and measures 40-by-44 feet. 
Back in the day, it housed just five 
cows. 

According to the Forest. 
Preserves Web site, this' portion of 
.the main barn Is among the oldest,' If I 
not'theoldestfsurvivlng4ntactgreat* 
barns in Lake County. 

The farm- also includes a pump 
house, chicken coop, Woke; house, 
storage shed, and a"'lj)th-century 
outhouse. 

Kuester said there areplans to fix 
up many of the buildings, so for 
now, the buildings remaifcclosed.

Former employee of Six Flags, Holy Parish parishioner remembered

WAUKEGAN - The kids at the Boys 
and Girls Club of Lake County have a 
new place to play. 

,On Sept. 20, volunteers from the 
club, Home Depot, and Six Flags Great 
America in Gurnee gathered to build a 
playground for the Boys and Girls 
Club, at 450 Keller Ave., in Waukegan. 

The playground, which is on shared 
space with Holy. Family Parish, was 
designed for the kids at the Boys and 
Girls Club, but is open to the public, 
said Chris Finkel, executive director 
for the club. - 

"It's really an amazing site," he 
said. 

Construction for the $40,000 play- 
ground began and ended Sept. 20. And 
even though the kids at the Boys and 
Girls Club couldn't play on the equip- 
ment that day, they still showed their 
excitement. 

"Their faces were lit up like it was 



Christmas," Finkel said. 

Although the playground was built 
for the kids at the Boys and Girls Club, 
a former Six Flags employee and Holy 
Family parishioner was remembered 
that day 

Three benches and a plaque were 
dedicated to Ronn Villanueva, who 
died in 2002, Villanueva was the foods 
service manager at Six Flags before he 
died. 

The day of the dedication, many Six 
Flags employees were there to remem- 
ber Villanueva, including Hadeep Lall, 
who filled Villanueva's position when 
he died. 

■ "He was a good friend, a good leader 
and had the qualities that a good leader 
should have," Lall said. 

Lall came to the United States from 
India in the 1980s and began working 
at Six Flags in foods service. At the 
time, he knew very little English. But 
working with Villanueva changed that. 

"He welcomed the opportunity to 
teach me," Lall said. "Not just teach me 



how to work ... but how to speak 
English." 

Villanueva was 35 years old when 
he died five years ago. 

"The year he passed away was a big 
loss for us," Lall said. 

Dedicating the benches to 
Villanueva was something that came 
up in a casual conversation, said 
Brooke Gabbert, Six Flags public rela- 
tions manager. 

"One of our employees said it 
would be really neat to keep Ronn's 
memory alive," Gabbert said. 

The playground is part of an effort 
by KaBoom!, a nonprofit organization 
that is trying to build 1,000 play- 
grounds in 1,000 days nationwide. 
Gabbert said the one at the Boys and 
Girls Club was No. 750. 

And after it was all said and done, 
the kids got their playground, and Six 
Flags and Holy Family were able to 
honor and remember Villanueva. 

• "We honored such a great person," 
Lall said.

Trustee 'holds' his liquor 

SUile commission approves trustees liquor license

ANTIOCH - The Illinois 
Liquor Control Commission 
ruled last week that Antioch 
Village Board Trustee Robert 
McCarty can have a liquor 
license and keep his seat on the 
Village Board. 

McCarty's attorney, Wayne 
Giampiertro, was notified by 
the State of Illinois Liquor 
Control Commission that the 
trustee can have a liquor 
license and be a shareholder of 
an establishment that sells 
liquor (Double Eagle In 
Antioch) without affecting his 
position on the Village Board. 

The LCC overturned the vil- 
lage's previous ruling, which 
revoked the liquor license of 
Double Eagle. A village ordi- 
nance stated that a trustee may 



not have a liquor license, 
which tiie LCC found unen- 
forceable. 

According to state statute, a 
trustee of a village, town, 
municipality, or community 
with a population of less than 
50,000 can have a liquor 
license. The LCC recommend- 
ed that the village of Antioch 
update its ordinance to mirror 
state statute.

Candidate criticizes 
Durbin's immigration task

WAUKEGAN - About 30 Republican politicos 
from around Lake County showed up last week to 
support a man they hope will take down longtime 
US. Sen. Dick Durbin, D-Ill. 

Dr. Steven Sauerberg, of Western Springs, 
addressed a crowd of people Sept. 19 outside of 
Waukegan City Hall. He spent much of his time 
criticizing Durbin's stand on immigration during 
the announcement. 

"... instead of working to find solutions, career 
politician Dick Durbin has turned his back on the 
taxpayers, families and seniors of Illinois, and 
has instead rolled out the welcome mat for illegal 
immigrants," Sauerberg said. 

Sauerberg called Durbin a liberal who "doesn't 
represent our Illinois values." 

He added that "the overwhelming majority of 
Americans and lllinoisans have made it clear that 
they want the government to secure the nation's 
borders." 

Along with border security, Sauerberg said, he 
would fight to "oppose any effort to provide 
amnesty or Incentives to Illegals" and "to imme- 
diately deport illegal immigrants upon comple- 
tion of serving prison time for breaking our 
laws." 

Christina Angarola, a spokesperson for 
Durbin, said it's important to note that Sauerberg 
is one of several candidates competing in the 
Republican primary. 

She added that Sauerberg is not accurately 
representing Durbin's stance on the immigration 
issue. 

"[Durbin] believes pur nation .needs immigra- 
tion reform," Angarola said. "He is in favor of a 
comprehensive approach that would strengthen

McCue said Hainesville 
has paid a flat rate of a little 
more.than $340,000, which has 
fallen short of 30 percent for 
the last several years. 

Round Lake Park claims 
the $411,529.25 will cover the 
short payments for fiscal 
years 2005, 2006 and 2007. i 

Mueller said Hainesville 
paid its invoices "in goad 
faith," but thinks Round Lake 
Park has "changed the rules 
in the middle of the game." 

He said the village "won't 
pay it." 

"I'm tired of being nice," 
he said. "These other items 
are not part of the original 
budget." 

McCue is hopeful the 
police relationship can be sal- 
vaged between the two vil- 
lages, saying that there. were 
good reasons for the joint 
agreement in the first place. 

"I would like to salvage the 
relationship, but that's my 
own personal opinion," 
McCue said. "Would I like to 
recoup the money? Yes." 

Mueller said there is no

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For his third (and he hopes final) 
attorney general, President Bush 
recently chose widely respected 
retired federal judge Michael 
Mukasey. 

Mukasey is not a Washington 
insider, but the president appears to 
think he has the chops to be strong 
on terrorism and national security, 
and to restore morale and order to 
the Justice Department, 

Mukasey might be a safe choice - 
he is likely to be easily confirmed 
and he has lengthy experience in 
terrorism cases - but he also 
appears to be a good choice. 
Mukasey is widely praised by 
lawyers who have argued in front of 
him, by President Bush, and by 
members of Congress in both par- 
ties. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., said in a statement 
that Mukasey has "strong profes- 
sional credentials and a reputation 
for independence," 

Mukasey will be a significant 
departure from the tenure of for- 
mer Attorney General Alberto 
Gonzales, a longtime Bush adviser 
and friend whose tenure ended in 
disgrace after scandals about the 



firings of nine U.S. Attorneys and a 
warrantless wiretapping program. 
While Gonzales was a member of 
the president's inner circle, 
Mukasey Is described as' independ- 
ent. 

Mukasey also has extensive 
experience in terrorism cases. In 
1995, he presided over the trial of 10 
suspects, including Sheik Omar. 
Abdel Rahman, who were charged 
in a plot to blow up the United 
Nations and other buildings in New 
York. They were convicted, and 
Mukasey sentenced Rahman to life 
in prison. 

Mukasey also issued rulings in 
the Jose Padilla case, ruling that 
Pat! ilia must be allowed to see his 
attorneys and that President Bush 
could detain Padilla indefinitely 
without charges. 

With just 16 months left In 
Bush's administration, can 
Mukasey make any significant dif- 
ference? His tenure might not be 
recalled as historic or even signifi- 
cant, but he does have the opportu- 
nity to revive a demoralized Justice 
Department- and to re-establish the 
attorney general as a nonpoiitical 
enforcer of the law.

Bond announces passage 
of budget for local roads 



State Sen. Michael Bond, D- 
Grayslake, announced the passage ' 
of a capital budget In the Illinois 
Senate^ which ,- will- provide - "vital 
statewide funding for roads, educa- 
tion and transit, comes after years 
of debate and disagreement at the 
state capital in Springfield," accord- 
ing to a release. 

The capital bill funds the Illinois 
Department of Transportation

$31,521,000 for additional lanes, land 
acquisition, construction and engi- 
neering of US. Route 45 from south 
of Illinois Route 120 to Illinois 
Route 137; and $16,945,500 for con- 
struction of Illinois Route 83 from

the Wisconsin State Line to Petite 
Lake Road, among several other 
projects. 

In addition' to these'-road- proj- 
ects, the capital bill includes addi- 
tional dollars for local irifrastrucT 
ture projects as well as. local and 
county road improvements. 

The bill now goes to the Illinois 
House of Representatives for con- 
sideration.

President Bush gives no signs of exit strategy 



President George W. Bush's 
recent fifteen-minute speech to the 
American public about the status of 
the Iraq War was just more of the 
same stuff. There was no indication 
of any thought regarding an exit 
strategy from Iraq. It was apparent 
that President Bush tried to con- 
vince us that so many positive 
things arc happening in Iraq that 
"we can begin seeing troops come 
home."

That's why I interpret the speech 
to be more of the same things we've 
heard before, because when It's all 
said and done there will still be 
130,000 troops in Iraq, just as in 
2006. With no exit strategy or " 
timetable, it seems obvious that 
• troops will be there for the long- 
haul. And that is unfortunate.

1 opposed the entry into Iraq as a 
preemptive war or choice when • 
there was not significant evidence 
of a connection between Iraq and 
al-Qalda - nor were there weapons 
of mass destruction. The Bush 



strategy has been totally misguided; 

Bush has never defined what vic- 
tory really Is. He has kind of 
couched it by saying when Iraq is 
stabilized in a free democracy. 

In Bush's speech His new sound- 
bite slogan was "return on success." 
There again, he doesn't really define 
what success is. But he hinted at it 
when he declared that it will Involve 
American engagement that will 
extend beyond his presidency. So, I 
think that President Bush knows 
that what he started a war he can- 
not finish. 

Sectarian violence might last 
there forever, but just weeks ago, 
the incoming chairman of Joint 
Chiefs, Admiral Michael Mullen, 
said, "No amount of troops in Iraq 
in no amount of time will make 
much of a difference," and "there is 
no military solution to the war." 

There may have been other mili- 
tary blunders besides the Iraq War, 
but none so devastated our standing 
In the world. 

It was wrong from the start, and 
has been mishandled ever since. We 
can repair our standing in the 
world, by bringing our troops homo 
as soon as possible.

Because "The Kingdom" is about ter- 
rorism, and its villains are Muslim and 
Arab, expect to see the usual round of 
protests from Muslim and Arab advoca- 
cy groups. • 

But the people who really should be 
offended by "The Kingdom" are 
Americans, particularly those who work 
for the FBI, because the film's American 
heroes are depicted as pig-headed, offen- 
sive bullies who claim the moral high 
ground, but in the end can solve their 
problems only with guns and car chas- 
es. 

Jamie Foxx, as Ronald Fleury, leads a 
team of FBI agents sent to Investigate 
the terrorist bombing of a residential 
compound for U.S. oil workers in Saudi 
Arabia. 

Matthew Michael Carnahan's script 
establishes that the FBI is in charge of 
investigating attacks on U.S. citizens' ' 
abroad. But that doesn't mean Fleury's 
team automatically is dispatched to 
Saudi Arabia. The Saudi government 
doesn't want the FBI on its soil, and the 
U.S. State Department acquiesces to 
avoid diplomatic turmoil. 

So Fleury goes behind the scenes to 
pull some political strings to spite his 
superiors, setting up the "Dirty Harry" 
tone and tactics that underlie the rest of 
his investigation. 

Sure enough, as soon as his team 
members arrive in Saudi Arabia, they 
start bossing around the locals and 
mock their poor evidence-gathering 
skills. They ne'edlesslyoffend their 
hosts with their profanity, and the 
female member of the team, played by 
Jennifer Garner, does riot wear a veil. 

Supposedly mitigating all this lack of 
diplomacy is the friendship that forms 
between Fleury and the Saudi police 
official, Col. Faris Al Ghazi (Ashraf 
Barhom), assigned as the FBI's liaison. 
Al Ghazi was in charge of security for 
the compound and is deeply distressed 
that the death of dozens of Americans 
occurred on his watch. 

Foxx gives a decent performance, but

Cooper, and Jason Bateman little to do 
but speak sarcastically and act macho. 

The idea of Bateman acting macho Is 
as silly as it sounds, but he is nowhere 
near as annoying as Jeremy PIven, who 
plays a state department official in 
Saudi Arabia as an obnoxious cousin to 
the Hollywood agent he plays on 
"Entourage." 

Next to Barhom's performance as the 
sympathetic Saudi cop, the best thing 
about "The Kingdom" is its production 
values. The location work in the United 
Arab Emirates, standing in for Saudi 
Arabia, is strikingly shot by cinematog- 



rapher Mauro Fiore. 

Although it coincides with such 
politically charged films as "In the 
Valley of E!ah" and "Rendition," "The 
Kingdom" is more of an action movie 
than an examination of America's post- 
Sept. 11 foreign policies. 

Director Peter Berg turns to violence 
and thrills whenever possible, and the 
climax is a 20-minute shootout. 

Berg tries to emulate the look and 
high-mindedness of a Michael Mann 
production, but "The Kingdom" is really 
the war on terrorism's answer to 
"Rambo: First Blood, Part II." 

Given the current state of the world, 
this is a lousy time for revenge fan- 
tasies. Perhaps the filmmakers haven't 
noticed, but the U.S. is already engaged 
in a war in the Middle East - one sold to 
the American public as retribution for 
Sept 11. 

Turn on CNN, and you'll see the real- 
ity the fantasy "The Kingdom" tries to 
peddle. The ending isn't working out so 
well.

'Feast of Love' a complex study of relationships

'Sex, taken seriously, has all 
but vanished from American 
cinema. 

In "Feast of Love," director 
Robert Benton, who partici- 
pated in Hollywood's first sex- 
ual revolution, tries to restore 
sex as just another facet in a 
meaningful consideration of 
modern romance. 

But the film, which stars 
Morgan Freeman and Greg 
Kinnear, is too slight to bear 
the weight of Benton's sexual 
politics. Because the overall 
tone is wistful, scenes of full- 
frontal female nudity are dis- 
tracting and feel like they 
were spliced in from a 
European film. 

That might be Benton's 
intention. He helped Instigate 
the New Hollywood revolu- 
tion 40 years ago, when he col- 
laborated on the "Bonnie and 
Clyde" script, a film intended 
from the get-go to bring the 
sensibilities of Jean Luc 
Godard and Michelangelo 
Antonioni to America. 

But Benton's old radical- , 
ism doesn't serve "Feast of 
Love" well. The hot-and-heavy 
sex scenes don't match the 
rest of the film and come 
across as exactly what they 
are: Benton's thumbing his 
nose at Hollywood's current 
timidity. 

"Feast of Love" does bene- . 
fit from Benton's fascination 
of the fragility of human 
relationships, a reputation 
cemented with his 1979 film 
"Kramer vs. Kramer." 

"Feast of Love" centers on 
a Portland, Ore., coffee shop 
owned by Bradley Thomas 
(Kinnear). The story runs 
through three relationships 
meant to represent youthful, 
middle-aged, and mature love. 

Harry Stevenson 
(Freeman) and his wife, 
Esther (Jane Alexander), are 
love's elder representatives. 
They remain happily married 
on the surface, but they 
haven't been romantic since 
their son died of a drug over- 
dose a year earlier. Blaming 
himself, Harry stops teaching 
at the university and stops 
making love to Esther. 

Harry also is the narrator 
of the story, commenting on 
the romances he sees brewing 
at Bradley's coffee shop.

."■ Tliey are Milwaukee's best, 
Only three games behind the 
.Cubs in these waning days of 
the NIL Central race. They are 
■trying to reverse a history 
that includes no playoff 
•appearances since 1982, no 
Winning season since '92 and 
a blown 8 1/2-game lead earlier 
.this year. With a relatively 
modest payroll of $71 million, 
they are the type of baseball 
team that most sports types 
normally would be exalting 
and pulling for. 

Just not over the Cubs, of 
course. 

£ That's the strange part 
about this soon-to-be-over . 
pennant chase. 

Framed against the Cubs, 
the Brewers are the bad guys. 
They're Darth Vader with a 
leg extended into the aisle or 
a group of University of 
Florida cops armed with 
eager Tasers. In the eyes of 
many outside the 262 and 414 
area codes, and especially 
among the TV suits at Fox, 
Milwaukee is viewed as the 
playoff booby prize, here only 
to spoil the fun, 

For those who consider 
Paul Molitor a patron saint, 
this situation is regarded 
with a fair amount of conster- 
nation. Can't a true underdog 
be thrown at least half a 
bone, they ask? As Milwaukee 
fans point out, the Brewers 
are the small-market smug- 
glers while the Ciibs are the 
large-market behemoth who 
might soon sell for close to $1 
billion.

But at some point they also 
have to acknowledge that it's 
possible to be a loser and still 
drive a nice car. If anybody 
has perfected that act, it's the 
team that's hogging what 
should usually be the 
Brewers' spotlight.

4 things you may not 
know about heating 
your home with wood 

(MS) — As long as there 
has been wood to burn, man 
has used it to stay warm. Our 
predecessors who discovered 
fire had the edge on a renew- 
able heating source that is not 
only cost-effective, but also an 
environmentally friendly way 
to heat the home. 

Still, many of today's 
homeowners rely primarily 
on gas, propane and oil to 
heat their homes rather than 
looking to wood. Why? It 
could be because they don't 
have the facts about burning 
wood efficiently and the home 
heating products that help 
toward that ends 

4 Here is some information 
about using wood to heat your 
home that may surprise you. 
» 1. Wood is environmentally 
friendly. It may seem that cut — 
ting down trees for fuel would 
be counterproductive to the 
"green" movement. However, 
trees are a renewable 
resource that, like other bio- 
mass, is carbon neutral. 
While growing, trees absorb 
carbon dioxide; when they die 
they release carbon dioxide 
regardless of whether they 
. burn or decompose. Fossil 
fuels by comparison are a one- 
way street, releasing green- 
house gasses in a matter of 
minutes that have been cap- 
tured deep in the earth over 
millions of years. 

.2. Wood can save money. 
When burning logs in the new 
generation of high efficiency 
hydronic furnaces (or wood 
boilers), like those offered by 
Greenwood Technologies, the 
heat generated is more 
intense and little is lost up the 
chimney. These furnaces can 
be used in lieu of standard 
heating systems featuring gas 
or oil during the heating 
months, or as an add-on when 
homeowners prefer to use 
other heating sources as their 
primary method of heating. 
This reduced need for oil, 
propane and natural gas 
means a reduction in monthly 
heating bills. In fact, many 
homeowners using a 
Greenwood system have seen 
energy bills reduced by up to 
70 percent during winter 
months.

Some notable changes to the 
testing will include aggressive 
driving, use of air condition- 
ing and, because weather can 
affect fuel economy, some 
tests will be conducted in cold 
weather situations. Across the 
board, estimates will be lower 
than previously advertised. 
Keep in mind that the MPG 
numbers are just estimates 
and will vary depending upon 
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individual driving habits. 
Improve Gas Mileage 
In addition to choosing a 
vehicle with good fuel econo- 
my, there are driving tech- 
niques to follow to further 
conserve fuel. 

• Avoid aggressive driving: 
Not only is aggressive driving 
dangerous, it can eat up fuel.

• Avoid excessive Idling: Turn 
the car off when you're idling 
for extended periods of time.

Texting 
is the 
newest 
driving 
risk 



(MS) — As technology con- 
tinues to advance, the oppor*, 
tunities for distractive driving 
also increase. 

• In the past attention to the 
. road may have waned when 
drivers changed radio stations 
or cassette tapes. Things 
improved with the advent of • 
multiple-CD changers, satel- 
lite radio, and steering-wheel 
mounted controls, Then 
mobile phones became head- 
line makers as law-enforce- 
ment officials and insurance 
companies pondered over the 
increased risk of accidents * 
presented by talking while 
driving. Today talking on a 
cell phone without a hands- 
free device could land you 
with a traffic ticket. 

But there is another tech* 
nological attention-seeker 
that is causing trouble on the 
roadways. Text-messaging, or 
"texting," is the latest form of 
communication causing driv- 
ers to take their eyes off of 
the road, with consequences. 
A new poll conducted in 
August by Harris Interactive 
found that 91 percent of 
respondents feel that texting 
. while drlving'ls'dangerous — 
along the lines of driving 
while intoxicated — more ; 
than 57 percent of Americans 
admit' to doing it. 

The age group doing the 
most texting while driving is 
the 18 to 34 demographic, 
making up 64 percent of tex- 
ters, according to research. 

Stoplights and stop signs 
present opportunities to 
check messages and reply. 
However, many others are 
using PDAs and cell phones 
for texting while in the throes 
of moving traffic. 

Washington was the first 
state to pass a ban on texting 
while driving. California, 
New York and Florida are 
considering similar legisla- 
tion to deter texting and acci- 
dents. 

Texting is already a sus- 
pected cause of. driving acci- 
dents. In July 2007, 17-year-old 
Bailey Goodman was killed at 
10:00 p.m. along with four 
other friends when her SUV 
swerved into traffic and 
slammed into a truck in a 
Rochester, NY suburb. The 
SUV burst into flames, killing 
the passengers, all of whom 
were recent high-school grad- 
uates. Police reports indicate 
that text messages were sent 
back and forth from 
Goodman's phone moments 
before the accident occurred, 
but they cannot confirm if 
she was doing the texting. 
Routine tests ruled out alco- 
hol as a factor and police 
don't suspect drug use was 
involved. It Is speculated that 
distraction from texting may 
be a contributor to the crash. 
Goodman held a Junior 
license and she wasn't sup- 
posed to be driving at night 
with so many passengers, 
according to New York law.

"I knew that there needed to be an alter- 
native to the junk snack foods, and I 
thought I might have an answer... pack- 
aged fresh fruit and veggie snacks" she 
said. "And thus GrcatSnax was started." 

"GrcatSnax provides packaged fresh 
fruit and veggie snacks that arc flavorful 
and healthy bctwccn-mcal snacks. Some 
even come with dips," Bryant said. 

"These products come from reputable 
suppliers; only fruits and vegetables that 
arc not packed in sugar arc used."

Though GrcatSnax is her newfound 
passion, Bryant enjoys making memories 
with her family and is having the time of 




her life during her golden 
ycars.S pec ideally, she enjoys going out to 
dinner with her husband, Bob, a semi- 
retired university professor, after a busy 
day of answering emails about GrcatSnax. 

Ellen and Bob have been married for 48 
years, with three adult children and four 
grandchildren. 

As a grandmother, Bryant is obviously 
concerned about her grandchildren's 
health, but she became more aware of 
childhood wellness issues when she faced 
a life-changing medical diagnosis a few 
years ago. Although she experienced no 



it can cause, my efforts will be worth- 
while." 

A ROLE MODEL FOR OTHER

According to the American Association 
of Retired Persons (AARP), approximately 
70 to 80 percent of Americans plan to 
work after retirement, not out of need, but 
out of desire.

symptoms, Bryant was diagnosed with 
type II diabetes in December 2004. 

Even though Bryant had never been 
overweight and ale the recommended 
amounts of fruits and vegetables, type II 
diabetes ran in her family.

"I was and am determined that it would- 
n't get the best of me, so I watched my diet 
even more closely, exercised even more, 
and went from a size 12 to 10."

Though GrcatSnax is just two years 
new, Bryant has learned quite u bit. 

"First, team as much about the business 
as you can and how to run a business," she 
recommends.

The Women's Business Development 
Center helped me leant the basics and con- 
tinue to mentor me," Bryant said. 'There is 
also SCORE, the Small Business 
Administration and many other groups that 
offer help."

Caring for aging 

skin involves far more than fighting wrin- 
kles and age spots. Skin health - from pro- 
tection against U V rays to proper wound 
core - plays a vital role in overall health 
for senior Americans. 

Skin is the body's first line of protec- 
tion against harm. It shields us from infec- 
tion, impact and the environment. "Age 
brings a number of changes that can com- 
promise the skin's ability to protect us," 
says Cynthia Fleck, a registered nurse and 
vice president of clinical marketing for 
Advanced Skin and Wound Care at 
Medline, which manufactures skin care 
products and educational resources for 
seniors. 

"As die skin ages it becomes thinner, 
less resilient and much drier," Fleck 
explains. "The layers of skin can cosily 
separate, tearing the paper-like upper-most 
area called the epidermis. The skin cells 
do not 'turn over, 1 or replenish themselves 
as quickly as when we arc young. 
Therefore, the old skin cells become 
clumped and do not function as cfficicnUy 
as young, healthy skin cells do." 

Fleck offers the following advice on 
how to care for aging skin: 

* "Drying is the single largest skin 
problem among the aged," soys Fleck. She 
recommends avoiding a daily shower or 
bath, which can contribute to dry skin. 
Instead, opt for gentle cleansing with soap 
and surfactant-free (detergent-free) 
cleansers of the kind that do not need to 
be rinsed. These cleansers do the job of 
removing dirt and natural oils, but do not 
impact the natural acid balance of mature 
skin. 

* Moisturizing on a daily basis is 
essential since older skin cannot retain 
moisture as well as young skin. "There are 
new, advanced skin core products that 
actually nourish the skin from die outside 
in, delivering amino acids (proteins), vita- 
mins, antioxidants and ingredients that ore 

, gentle and soothing, making the skin more 



resilient and strengthening it," says Fleck. 

* Take care to avoid bumps that can 
tear the skin, or caustic substances that 
can disrupt the skin's ability to protect. 
Immobile seniors who must use adult dia- 
pers should have special care taken to 
keep them clean and free of irritants. 
"Barrier products that contain protectants 
like dimcthiconc and other silicones, as 
well as zinc oxide, can help protect the 
skin from these issues," Fleck says. 

* Continue to protect your skin from 
the sun. Melanocytes, the skin cells that 
protect us from the sun, do not work as 
well as wc age. As a result, older skin 
burns easily. Stay out of die sun as much 
as possible, and when out wear protective 
clothing, wide-brimmed hats and sun 
screen 

* Be aware of special skin core needs 
that often accompany some common dis- 
eases, such as diabetes. For example, dia- 
betics need to take particular core in pro- 
tecting their skin, especially on extremi- 
ties. 

* Avoid strong antibacterial soaps that 
may have high pH, which can further dry 
aging skin. Astringents and products that 
contain alcohol can also be too harsh and 
damaging for older skin. 

"Many seniors may not know what 
products they need and often can't get out 
of the house to get them," Fleck says. 
"The Internet has made it easier to order 
products online and keep them handy for 
daily skin care, but not all seniors have 
online access or know how to use the 
Internet." 

"Health care professionals arc a great 
source of information and can relay sim- 
ple instructions for daily skin care and 
protection white suggesting new products 
that may help seniors in their routine," she 
says.

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If you've recently 

suffered a heart attack and been told you 
have heart failure, don't panic. There ore 
simple adjustments you can make in your 
lifestyle that may help you feel and do bet- 
ter. 

For example, your doctor likely advised 
you to cut back on your sodium (salt) 
intake and here's why. Heart failure causes 
the body to hold on to extra sodium, which 
in turn causes extra fluid to build up in 
your body. The extra fluid makes your 



heart work harder, which is not a good 
thing for a muscle already under strain. 

Cutting back on sodium is admittedly a 
challenge because sodium is everywhere. 
The typical American diet has more salt in 
it than you may think. Processed foods, 
like frozen dinners, boxed noodle and rice 
dishes, canned soups and canned vegeta- 
bles, arc very high in sodium. So, even if 
you do not add salt while cooking or use a 
salt shaker at the table, you arc probably 
eating too much.

What can you do to cut back on the 
sodium? Here arc four tips from the Heart 
Failure Society of America, a non-profit 
organization of health care professionals 
and researchers who arc dedicated to 
enhancing quality and the duration of life 
for patients with heart failure and prevent- 
ing the condition in those at risk: 



for seasoning. 

Many types of canned vegetables you 
enjoy arc also available in low-sodium ver- 
sions. Just look for labels that say sodium- 
free, no-salt, low-sodium, reduced-sodium 
or un salted. 

3. Pick foods naturally low in sodium. 

Generally, you can cat ns much fresh 
food as you want without counting the 
sodium content. Fresh fruits and vegcta-

1 . Stop adding salt to your food. 

By simply taking the salt shaker off the 
table, and slopping the practice of adding 
salt to food when cooking, you can cut 
your sodium intake by as much as 30 per- 
cent. Foods with less sodium can still be 
considered tasty. There ore a lot of season- 
ing options available to spice things up. 
These include black, cayenne and lemon 
pepper; fresh herbs like garlic, onion pow- 
der, dill, parsley and rosemary; lemon 
juice; and flavored extracts like vanilla, 
almond, etc. 

2. Adapt preferred foods to low-sodium 
versions. 

There arc low-sodium substitutes for 
many of the foods you like. For example, 
instead of preparing a country ham, you 
can make a fresh lean pork roast. Instead 
of buying lunch meats, which typically 
contain high amounts of sodium, you can 
cook fresh chicken, turkey, roast beef or 
pork without adding salt and then cut it up 
for sandwiches the next day. If you like 
soup, instead of buying the canned version 
which is high in sodium and preservatives, 
you can cut up fresh vegetables, put them 
in a slow cooker and use herbs and spices 



blcs, including freshly squeezed fruit and 
vegetable juices, have very little sodium. 
The same is true for fresh meat, poultry 
and fish. 

If you ore not eating fresh foods, choose 
other low-sodium foods as much as possi- 
ble, such as canned fruits, plain frozen veg- 
etables and dried beans, pens, rice and 
lentils. 

4, Learn to read food labels. 

By reading food labels, you can team 
which foods arc high and low in sodium. 
As a rule, most processed foods, whether 
they are frozen, canned or boxed, arc high 
in sodium, but don't rule them out entirely. 
Some packaged foods arc available in low- 
or no-salt versions. 

It can be difficult to change your eating 
habits. It may take weeks before you enjoy 
the taste of low-sodium foods, but your 
taste buds will adjust. Eventually you may 
not even miss the salt.

Ask Kay Angcll, formerly of Elk Grove Village, who lives in Myrtle 
Beach, S. C, but wants to relocate to Chicagoland to be near tier 
extended family. .' 

The great room is a great room," said Angcll, with o laugh. 

"Because of the current lifestyles for today's families, you need to 
spend time together in that integral part of the house." 

The great room is where all the activity b, the TV, the fireplace, 
the eating area, this is really the center of the home," said Angcll, a 
grandmother of nine. "Plus, the great room area is so easy to take care 
of." 

Angcll moved to Myrtle Beach in 2000 with her husband, Jack.

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Outlook brightens for 
home-loan rates following 
Fed-rate reduction 

A brighter outlook 
for lower home- 
loan rates in the 
future gave thou- 
sands of prospec- 
tive home buyers 
and homeowners 
seeking to refi- 
nance this autumn a psychological lift. 

The optimism came after the Federal Reserve Bonrd lowered 
the federal-funds rate to 4.75 percent from 5.25 percent, where it 
litis been anchored since June of 2006. 

Beginning in mid-2004, the red methodically raised short-term 
interest rates 17 linies over a period of two years. The series of 
quarter-point interest -rate hikes were designed to make sure infla- 
tionary pressures remain under control. 

Experts say the Fed's surprising half of 1 percentage point role 
cut on September 18th will not immediately push long-term inter- 
est rates lower, however it should have nn immediate eflect on 
short-term rates. 

It is likely thtii homeowners who currently have nn adjustable- 
rate mortgage due for readjustment, or nn vn risible-rate home equi- 
ty line credit on their home, or any loan that is tied to the prime 
lending rate could benefit from the half-point interest-rate drop. 

Lower interest rates on credit cards also should boost consumer 
.spending and help boost the economy, experts say.

Tlie Federal Reserve cut interest rates this week. So natural [y, 
mortgage rates went along for the ride, right? 

Wrong. 

The benchmark 30-year fixed-rate mortgage rose A basis points, 
to 6.32 percent, according to the Bankrate.com national survey 
of large lenders. The benchmark 1 5-year fixed- rate mortgage rose 
A basis points, to 6 percent; -The benchmark 5/1 adjustable-rate 
mortgage rose 11 basis points, to 6.41 percent. The benchmark 30- 
year jumbo rose 3 basis points, to 7.23 percent. 

On Tuesday, the Federal Reserve cut the overnight federal funds 
rate by half a percentage point. The central bank explained that 
"the tightening of credit conditions has the potential to intensify 
the housing correction and to restrain economic growth more 
generally," 

The Fed's goal wasn't to send mortgage rate.*! lower but to induce 
lenders to say yes more often — especially to [umbo borrowers, who 
have applied for mortgages greater than the conforming limit of 
$4 17,000. Investors aren't sure about the quality of the loans our 
there. That's what lias frozen up the jumbo marker, and observers 
believe the l : ed was trying to thaw it out. 

"I think the Fed took an aggressive stance here," says Bob Walters, 
chief economist lor Quicken Loans. The central bank, Walters says, 
showed clear concern over what's happening lit credit markets, the 
housing market and the overall economy. 

So why did mortgage rates go up this week, instead of heading 
down? Mortgage rates got ahead of the Fed, that* all. Two mouths 
ago, the benchmark rate on the 30-year fixed was 6.82 percent. Not 
long after, investors started to get clued in thai the Fed really might 
cm short-term rates — and mortgage rates have fallen in six of the 
nine weeks since then.

BHAKING TO THE EXTREME 

Going fast and cutting through cor- 
ners Is great, but eventually you have to 
slaw down and the SRT4 Is stellar In this 
respect. The Caliber SRT4 features 13- 
inch front rotors with twin-piston alu- 



minum front calipers and beefy rear 
rotors and piston calipers. Think about 
It; not too long ago some cars had 13- 
inch wheels! 

The An ti -lock Braking System is cali- 
brated for the SRT4's performance to 
minimize stopping distance and main- 
tain directional stability without wheel 
lockup. Additionally the SRT4 featured 
Brake Assist, which senses a panic brake 
condition and applies maximum brak- 
ing power to attain the shortest stopping 
distance possible, I tested this out and it 
felt like I pulled a few G's during very 
hard braking. 

RIDE AND HANDLING 

Ok, this is where I had a little problem 
with the front wheel drive SRT4. Durirjg 
hard initial launches the steering wheel 
Is yanked forcefully to the right. I 
haven't experienced torque steer like 
this in many years. In normal around 
town and slightly aggressive launches 
torque steer is manageable. 



The front suspension Is lowered 
28mm, and features on independent 
. MacPherson strut setup, with ZF Sachs 
twin-tube dampers tuned by SRT, and 
210 lbs. / inch springs. Ride height is low- 
ered 22mm in the rear. The body "drop" 
looks cool and lowers the center of grav- 
ity for improved handling. Rear suspen- 
sion highlights include an Independent 
multillnk system with upper and lower 
lateral links, SKT-tuncd ZF Sachs twin- 
tube collover dampers and 240 lb./lnch 
springs. A unique rear 18mm sway bar 
reduced understeer and kept the body 
in line during hard cornering. 

The rack-and-pinlon power steering 
Is tuned by SRT to produce easier low- 
speed maneuvering that is really 
responsive. 

The Caliber SRT4 greets the road with 
distinctive SRT-unlque 19-inch cast-alu- 
minum wheels and meaty 225/45R19 W- 
rated Goodyear four-season tires. You - 
can "cowboy up" (recommended) with 
optional 19-lnch polished cast -alu- 



minum wheels and 225/45R19 W- rated 
Goodyear Fl Supercar three-season 
tires. Aside from the aggressive launches 
this car was very responsive and Dodge 
even hod a race course available to safe- 
ty test the handling limits. The road and 
handling experience, while somewhat 
unrefined, is comparable to some sports 
cars for about 40 to 45% less. 

SRT BOOSTS PERFORMANCE AND PRICE 
The 2008 Dodge Caliber SRT4 comes 
well-equipped for a base MSRP of 
$22,995 (a base Caliber Is $14,600, R/T is 
$19,000), including a $560 destination 
charge. Add the Kicker/SRT Livin* Loud 
audio system ($1,190), power-express 
open /close sun roof ($795), and the trick 
19 x 7.5 -inch polished aluminum SRT 
wheels ($ 400) and you have quite a per- 
formance buy Tor $25,380. 

I liked the Neon SRT4 and the new 
2008 Caliber version is even better- just 
hang on to the steering wheel. 
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: I took my car Into tho dealer for an 
oil cltanga and I was Informed that 
my angina Is leaking oil from the 
lower Intake manltoldgasket and the 
valve cover gaskets. The cost for repairs 
would be epproilmately $675 for the lower 
intake manifold gasket and $315 for the 
valve cover gaskets. The car has 47k 
miles. Do you think I should fix the car or 
gel rid or It? E.D., Orlind Park 

: E.D., that depends on how old 
the car is, what its worth, and 
--.whether you like the car, or not 
Of course, if you'd rather be driving a 
new car, trade it In and let someone 
else deal with the expense of fixing the . 
oil leaks. If you're on a budget ana ■ 
can't afford a new vehicle, or you really 
like this car, I'd recommend you get a . 
second opinion. If the car Is more than 
five years old, though, be prepared to 
spend more money in the future to 
keep it maintained. 

9: There* a whlrtyblrd-Ish type noise 
coming from my 1 Wfl Chevrolet 
Mallbu. It* only there when the 
ie la on and I noticed it after the car 
was serviced about six month ago. What 
do you think it Is? M.B., Chicago 



A: M.B., try changing the blower 
speeds for the climate control 
system to see if the noise 
changes pitch or goes away. If chang- 
ing the blower speed affects the noise, 
the problem is the blower motor. If 
not, the noise could be coming from 
another electrical device. Tbke your 
Mallbu to a technician who's ASE cer- 
tified In electrical repairs for a proper 
diagnosis. . 

Q: I have a 1599 Acura 3.2 TL with a 
cheek engine light on. My regular 
mechanic couldn't locate the prob- 
lem and thinks It might be the computer. 
Another person thinks It might be the cat- 
alytic converter. What do you think? A.M., 
Chicago 

A: AM., the first step in diagnosis 
involves determining what trou- 
ble code caused the check 
engine light to illuminate. The next 
step Is to follow the appropriate diag- 
nostic steps to determine the cause of 
the trouble code. I would not recom- 
mend replacing parts unless you're 
absolutely sure they will fix the prob- 
lem. Take your Acura to a repair facility 
that specializes In these types of 
repairs. 

Q-: We own a 2006 Mercury Grand 
Marquis with 11,000 miles. We pur- 
chased It in February 2006. From the 
very beginning the transmission would 
have a short hesitation when shifting from 
first gear. The dealer has told my wife that 
It must be adjusted to the driver. Can you - 



believe that one? I wonder If any recalls or 
other problems similar to ours have been 
reported. L.C., Harrington 

A: L.C., while it's true that many 
of today's electronically-con- 
trolled automatic transmissions 
learn the driver's driving characteris- 
tics to slightly modify the shift sched- 
ule, it shoula not take four months 
(Feb. - June} to do so. Many times shift 
Issues can be resolved wi th revised 
software for the controller. However, I 
don't believe a software flash will fix 
this particular problem. After doing a 



service bulletin search, I found that 
TSB tf 06-22-7 addresses this concern. 
This TSB mentions that a check ball 
Inside the transmission's valve body 
may need replacement I recommend 
you take your Grand Marquis back to 
the dealer and mention this TSB.

Just to make things a little more exciting, I went 
down In a Venom Red 2008 Dodge Viper SHT10. With 
no doubt the Viper had the most stock horsepower at 
the festival. 

The new 8.4-liter V- 10 engine produces an astound- 
ing 600 horsepower and 560 pound-feet of torque. 
That's 90 horsepower more than Its predecessor. The 



Viper accelerates from 0-60 mph In less than 4 seconds 
and has a top speed of 200 mph. 

One thing I noticed about the Viper Is that everybody 
loves It. Almost every person I passed on the highway 
and/or on the street gave looks of admiration to the 
Viper and always gave It the thumbs up. I never get this 
type of reaction from the public in any other vehicle. 
There Is a sense of American pride In the Viper and it 
shares It with everyone. At Funfest,' some Corvette 
owners asked why I brought the Viper, and answered, 
"This is a celebration of American sports cars." The 
majority of them were interested in the Viper and were 
joyful to see it at the festival. I am happy to see Dodge 
and Chevrolet building excellent sports cars. For now 
the Viper has the advantage with 600 horsepower, but 
the word on the street Is that Chevrolet is planning a 
supercharged Super-Corvette to be called the ZR-1.

There's a lot of standard safety fea- 
tures like four-wheel Anti-Lock Braking 
System with Electronic Brake Force 
Distribution, daytime running lights, 
advanced, dual-stage driver and weight- 
sensing front-passenger supplemental 
restraint system, front seat-mounted 
side-curtain impact airbags; front and 
rear side-curtain airbags, etc. 

The amenity-filled Interior should 
please the majority. The styling center 
stack features large, circular controls 
flanked by aluminum -colored trim. It 
contains a standard AM/FM/CD/MP3 
audio system with four speakers. 
Available is a six-disc in-dash CD 
AM/FM/MP3 audio system with nine 
speakers, including a subwoofer. Either 
system is XM Satellite Radio-capable. 
For people who actually listen to music 
Instead of talk radio like I do, and are 
worshipers of their iPods, a fully-Inte- 
grated Suzuki IPod system can be pur- 
chased from a Suzuki dealer, and not 
only will it worked seamlessly through 
the radio but playilsts and the song's 
Information also appear on the radio 
display.

Energy savings with an 
insulated garage door 



(MS) — Homeowners make a lot of ef- 
fort to reduce energy costs. However, 
even if they have done a good job of im- 
plementing measures to lower utility bills, 
they still remain high. This is because 
homeowners often forget to consider the 
largest moving part of their home — the 
garage door. 

, According to Vicky Lcclerc fromGaraga 
Inc., there arc many advantages to mak- 
ing energy saving improvements in your 
garage. In fact, it will kccp.thc garage area 
and adjacent rooms to the garage wanner 
in winter and cooler in the summer. 
Moreover, if you use the garage as a workshop or 
a recreation area, having an insulated door wilt 
keep the temperature more comfortable. 

Vicky Lcclerc notes that the.first thing to look 
at is the insulation value of your garage door. A 
higher R-value is better for energy savings. The 
inside skins of a door arc insulated with either 
polysterene or polyurethane. Polyurethane pro- 
vides twice the insulation value compared to 
polysterene. It bonds the door's skin and adheres 
to the metal, ensuring strength that reduces the 
chance of the metal skin separating from the in- 
sulation. 

Notice that the advertised R-value of a garage 
door means very little if the door docs not have a 
complete thermal break system and a proper 
weather seal system around all four sides of the 




door and between door sections. Without ther- 
mal break, heat and cold will move from the out- 
side of the door to inside of the garage, reducing 
the insulation value of the door. Metal end caps 
may allow frost build up and the door sections to 
freeze together. 

Lcclerc says, "The perimeter weather seal system 
is useful to prevent wind, rain and snow from en- 
tering the garage. The type of weather seal used 
should not be overlooked." The proper perimeter 
weather seal is made up of two parts, the seal gas- 
ket and the holder. The seal gasket should be 
made of rubber so it will not split or crack. 

Finally, what makes the difference between two 
insulated garage doors is the way they arc in- 
stalled. Homeowners can count on garage door 
specialists like Garaga to help them out with 
their garage door.

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Give your home 

a winterizing 

'check-up' 



(MS) — With winter just, 
around the comer, now is the 
time to give your home a win- 
terizing "check-up" with the 
following home weathcriztng 
checklist. 

Here are five tips on what to 
look for and take care of so 
your home ts ready for those 
cold north winds. According to 
the experts at Vcnmar 
Ventilation, there are five 
major steps to consider when 
winterizing your home 
(www.venmar.ca). 

1. Have your heating sys- 
tem cleaned and tuned by a 
qualified contractor. A pre- 
season tune-up and filter 
change is a good investment. It 
reduces the chances of break- 
downs in the middle of winter, 
improves safety, and pays for it- 
self through more energy effi- 
cient operation. 

2. Have your system 
checked for carbon monox- 
ide. A good contractor will 
also offer to test your system for 
hazardous carbon monoxide, 
which can be produced by a 
dirty or malfunctioning gas or 
oil furnace or water heater. 
Install a low level carbon 
monoxide alarm. Every home 
should have at least one carbon 
monoxide alarm. 

3. Have your duct system 
tested for air leaks/ Many 
think that windows and doors 
are the major cause of a home's 
air leaks. But according to re- 
cent research by the U.S. 
Department of Energy, gaps . 
and cracks in the typical 
home's duct system arc much 
more significant. The typical 
duct system loses 25 percent to 
40 percent of the energy put 
out by the central furnace, heat 
or air conditioner, Leaks are 
usually the biggest problem. 



4. Ask your heating con- 
tractor to perform an 
Infiltrometcr "blower door" 
test. The blower door is a com- 
puterized instrument that pin- 
points where your home's worst 
air leaks arc, and also measures 
how leaky the overall house is. 
While some homes are still far 
too leaky, most homes arc now 
becoming too airtight and need 
mechanical ventilation to en- 
sure the air inside is fresh. 
According to Gerry Gagnon, 
product and market manager for 
Venmar Ventilation, a leader in 
indoor air quality management, 
proper ventilation is cnicial for 
optimal indoor air quality. 

"Ventilation dilutes the air of 
pollutants in your home and re- 
vitalizes stale air," explains 
Gagnon. "For your home to 
'breathe' effectively it needs a 
constant source of fresh, tem- 
pered, filtered outdoor air to ' 
flow through, resulting in im- 
proved indoor air quality."

Choosing a time 
to sell a home 



(MS) — Homeowners arc fully 
aware of the fluctuating real es- 
tate market that's existed since 
the turn of the century. What's a 
good market one day might be 
bad the very next, making it 
even more difficult to choose a 
time to put a home up for sale. 



Often adding to 
that difficulty is the 
handful of other 
variables, such as 
weather, geographi- 
cal location, and 
just how many 

other people are selling at the 
same time as you. Those 
thinking of putting their 
home up should con- 
sider die following fac 
tors first. 

• Local economy: If your 
local economy is struggling, then 
it's generally a bad time to put 
your home up for sale. High un- 
employment rates are one thing, 
but if a large company with ru- 
mored layoffs is in your immedi- 
ate area, chances arc people will 
be shying away from looking for 
a home. Large purchases such as 
home buying are understandably 
put on the back burner when 
people fear they might be losing 
their jobs. 

On the other hand, if a large 
company is moving into your 
area and bringing with it an en- 
tirely new workforce, this is 
great for your local economy and 
and represents a good time to 
put your home up for sale, as 
those migrating to your area will 
need n place to live. 

•' Interest rates: This is a no- 
brainer, but low interest rates 
make housing more affordable, 
creating a great opportunity for 
sellers. Chances arc, if you're 
selling a home, you're also look- 
ing to buy one, so low interest . 
rates will not only help you sell 
your home,' but help you better 
afford to buy your new one as 
well.

• Competition: Competition 
can work in two ways. If your 
home is one of very few in your 
area on the market, that's a 
good thing, as potential buyers 
will be more* likely to compro- 
mise if there arc fewer choices 
available to them. However, 
buyers like to comparison shop 
ns well, and might be 
quick to make a , 
decision if they 
can compare your 
house to another in 
a similar price 
range. 



• Pending sales: The pend- 
ing sales in your area can indi- 
cate whether a market is mov- 
ing slowly or rapidly. Pending 

■ sale refers to homes that have 
been sold but not yet closed. To 
determine how quickly or slowly 
a market is* moving, camparp 
the number of pending sales to 
the number of new listings. If 
there are substantially more new 
listings than pending sales, the ' 
market's not moving fast, and it 
might not be the best time to 
sell your home. If the ratio is 
closer to 1:1, then the market's 
doing well. In general, there will 
always be more new listings 
than pending sales, but the 
closer the two numbers are to 
one another will indicate the 
condition of the market you're 
about to enter. 

* Season: Traditionally, 
spring has been the time most 
sellers put their homes on the 
market, which makes it one of 
the more competitive times to 
sell your home. If you're experi- 
encing a mild winter, you 
might want to consider putting 
your home on the market in 
mid- to late-winter. Interest 
fates will likely be lower 
around this time, and you'll 
face less competition as well. If 
it's a particularly harsh winter, 
however, this is not a good ap- 
proach, as buyers won't be out 
patrolling ne ighborhoods in 
two or three feet of snow.

4 things you may not 

know about heating 

your home with wood 



(MS) — As long as there has 
been wood to bum, man has used 
it to stay warm. Our predecessors 
who discovered fire had the edge 
on a renewable heating source 
that is not only cost-effective, but 
also an environmentally friendly 
way to heat the home. 

Still, many of today's homeown- 
ers rely primarily on gas, propane 
and oil to heat their homes rather 
than looking to wood. Why? It 
could be because they don't have 
the facts about burning wood effi- 
ciently and the home heating 
products that help toward that 
end. Here is some information 
about using wood to heat your 
home that may surprise you. 

1. Wood is environmentally 
friendly. It may seem that cut* 
ting down trees for fuel would be 
counterproductive to the "green" 
movement.

While growing, trees absorb car- 
bon dioxide; when they die they 
release carbon dioxide regardless 
of whether they bum or decom- 
pose. Fossil fuels by comparison 
are a one-way street, releasing 
greenhouse gasses in a matter of 
minutes that have been captured 
deep in the earth over millions of

2. Wood can save money. 

When burning logs in the new 
generation of high efficiency hy- 
dremic furnaces (or wood boilers), 
like those offered by Greenwood 
Technologies, the heat generated 
is more intense and little is tost 
up the chimney. These furnaces 
can be used in lieu of standard 
heating systems featuring gas or 
oil during the heating months, or 
as an add-on when homeowners 
prefer to use other heating 
sources as their primary method 
of heating.

Restoring a prairie town 

Dick Jones, owner of Jones Realty in Sedan, recalls 
the day in 1999 when Kurtis began saving downtown 
Sedan one building at tt time. Sedan's glory days were 
long gone and many ornate sandstone, brick aixl lime- 
stone buildings on Main Street stood empty. 

On visits to the area after buying the Red Buffalo 
Ranch in 1993, Kurtis began speaking to economic 
development groups about promoting the treasures of 
the prairie — its natural beauty, rich history and small, 
picturesque towns. After one such speech, he was driv- 
ing to the Wichita airport to fly back to Chicago when 
he heeded tits own heartfelt words and called Jones. 

"He asked, 'Do you have any buildings for sale?"' 
Jones recalls, "I said, "Yes sir, how many do you want?'" 
Jones nientioned the 1920 Fish Building, a former 
department store. 

Kurtis bouglit and resmred it, nod 
today it's a popular local retail cen- 
ter tStic houses a gift si top and 
coffee bar, an antkjues store, n 
local jelly com piny and the 
Tollgrass Beef Co., which 
Kurtis founded to market 
the meat of the grass-fed 
cattle raised on his ranch.
